That every Government, as euch, has 
sole and exclusive contro! ever the waters 
of @ se8 or ocean to a distance of a marine 
league or three miles from the shore, has 
always been regarded by all nations: ts 4 
settled rule or law having no exception. 
On the other band, it fs well established, 
under our Government, that the jurielic- 
tion of an individual State of the Union 
extends only to low water’mark. The 
charter of Massachusetts gives her the right 
to use the soil of Massachusetts only to 
low water mark. Beyond that extent she 
bas no more jurisdiction over the waters 
and the soil off her shore than any other 
State has. She has no exclusive right 
whatever and can pf course exercise none 
between low water mark and a line three 
miles from the shore. The Federal Gov- 
ernment possesses full and exclusive juris-- 
diction of that territory and has a right to 
uee it tor any purpose for which it can use 
eny other territory. 

We do not suppose, that, if an American 
company were to attempt to lay down a 
cable and fasten it to the French shore, the 
enterpt ise would be tolerated by the French 
Government. Indeed no American com- 
pany weuld for a moment think of engag- 
ing in such au enterprise without the con- 
sentof France previously obtained. That 
very French and English company which

musteither be removed by the company 
or will be removed by the United States 
whenever such shall be the will of the lat- 
ter. With this distinct understanding, if 
the company is willing to accept it and to 
act upon it, the cable ean be safely left to 
repose forever on the bed of the oceaa, 
unless an occasion shall arise for rudely 
awaking it from its sleep.
